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Canada Plans for Junior Colleges 


W. P. PERCIVAL* 


4 e~ REPORT of the Canada and New- 
foundland Education Association 
states that: “With the cessation of 
hostilities, it seems clear that youth will 
be encouraged to stay in school longer 
than ever before. It is probable, there- 
fore, that the present length of the 
school course will not meet all the needs 
of the future. Some new procedure 
should thus be introduced into Canada 
to care for these expanding needs. If 
some junior colleges or advanced secon- 
dary schools could be attached to the 
largest high schools, students could be 
offered the advantages desired.” These 
junior colleges should be integral parts 
of the public school system and should 
constitute an advance towards the new 
goal of a course extending over fourteen 
years of school life. Terminal points 
should be fixed at the end of the sixth, 
tenth, and fourteenth years, or, if it 
Suits certain provinces better, they might 
follow a 10-4 or a 7-7 plan. Only to 
the senior grades, of course, would the 
term “junior college” be applied. 





*In place of the customary editorial by a 
member of the Editorial Board of the 
Journal, we are printing this month a signifi- 
cant statement by the President of the Canada 
and Newfoundland Education Association, 
who was also Chairman of the Educational 
Survey Committee for the Dominion. This

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The junior colleges should be estab- 
lished in order to give to young men 
and women opportunities to stay in 
school during the time of life when their 
interest in knowledge is developing. 
Such colleges must provide curricula of 
sufficient merit and offer courses over 
a period of four years, for example, 
upon the completion of the first ten 
years of schooling, that would be bound 
to carry weight, give confidence to the 
graduates, secure for them credit at 
higher institutions if desired, and make 
many of them better fitted at the end 
of their course for employment in in- 
dustry. The curricula should, of course, 
be related to the needs of the com- 
munities in which the junior colleges 
are located. 


Pupils in their last year of junior 
college would usually be 18, 19, or 20 
years of age. When they have com- 
pleted their courses, all should have 
profited by the cultural nature of much 
of the work, and many should be able 
to go right into the industry for which 
they are best fitted and thus find their 
permanent places in life. If they have 
had good guidance, as recommended 
elsewhere in the Report, much flounder- 
ing and entrance into blind-alley jobs 
with consequent losses would be avoided. 
If the institutions could function in this 
manner, they would meet one of the 
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most severe criticisms leveled against 
the modern high school and liberal arts 
college, which are frequently alleged to 
lead nowhere. 


In large cities and towns where there 
are no college or university facilities 
the junior colleges may be housed in 
separate buildings. These should stand 
in their own spacious grounds and 
should be examples of the best school 
architecture of the day. Such conditions 
will tend to attract adolescents by mak- 
ing them feel that they have reached 
college grade. In smaller centres where 
separate buildings are not feasible, a 
junior college department should be at- 
tached to the high school in such a man- 
ner as to mark its importance. 


Junior colleges should be established 
in some 150 centres throughout the 
Dominion. They would be the educa- 
tional fountains for all the countryside. 
As the purpose of the establishment of 
the junior college will be to endeavor 
“to place the level of culture of the 
country on the high plane that it should 
be,” the atmosphere and the offerings 
must be cultural. The curricula must 
be diverse in order to appeal to as large 
a clientele as possible. The departments 
represented should be at least three 
from the general list of college prepara- 
tory, commercial, agricultural, indus- 
trial, and home economics as suggested 
in the Report. They should be of such 
calibre that a student who has followed 
one of these courses in high school may 
follow it up in the junior college, just as 
he can continue his high school courses 
in mathematics, physics, or chemistry 
at the university. In addition, the fa- 
cilities must be such that if he has fol- 
lowed a college preparatory course, for 
example, in high school the student can 
branch out into the commercial or in- 
dustrial course in the junior college. 
The agricultural curriculum could be 


made very rich and could be expected 
to improve this basic industry and to 
fit boys to appreciate the interest and 
value of farm work and to enable them 
to make a better living in that occupa- 
tion. Likewise, the curriculum in home 
economics taken in the high school can 
be followed up by girls in the junior 
college just as it can be continued in 
university courses leading to the degree 
of Bachelor of Household Science. 

The junior colleges should be in a 
position to offer several courses, such 
as those listed in the Report, that can- 
not be given in the average high school. 
Many of these are scientific courses 
such as drafting, radio mechanics, and 
motor mechanics. Others are trade 
courses such as foundry work and cer- 
amics. 

Fundamental to the establishment 
of the junior college will be recognition 
of its courses for university and other 
college credit. Such recognition will 
condition its usefulness in large measure. 
The difficulties in this connection ad- 
mittedly are many, but they should not 
be insuperable. Institutions of higher 
learning already accredit students from 
provincial high schools and accept de- 
partmental school-leaving certificates. 
The extension of the movement for col- 
lege credit for work done in junior col- 
leges under the control of Departments 
of Education should not be too much 
to expect.

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One-Third of Modesto’s Adults Go to College

a education in Modesto, Cali- 
fornia, until four years ago was 
of the unorganized, hit-and-miss vari- 
ety that covered Americanization, typ- 
ing, and practically nothing else. These 
classes were under the direction of the 
high school and were looked after by 
the vice-principal in his spare time. 

In September, 1939, the Modesto 
Evening Junior College was created as 
a framework for a comprehensive adult 
education program to serve the needs 
of this community. A full time princi- 
pal was employed and a curriculum of 
over fifty subjects was conceived. 
Americanization, as before, was con- 
sidered of prime importance, and a full- 
time instructor was hired to continue 
this training. Other academic classes 
in English, mathematics and distrib- 
utive occupational training were of- 
ered, as well as cooking, sewing and 
home arts and crafts. 


At this time the Modesto institution 
won the spotlight in adult education 
by offering two unusual courses. The 
first of these was called parent educa- 
tion and was, in fact, a glorified nurs- 
ery school. A bungalow building was 
built with all installed equipment of 
pre-school age size. Inside were tables, 
chairs, desks, blackboards and all up-

to-date instructional supplies. In the 
fenced-in yard were sand pits, climbing 
bars, swings, ladders, rings and swing- 
ing bars. This, then, was the labora- 
tory, and the children who attended 
were the “guinea pigs.” 


No mother was permitted to bring 
her child without agreeing to serve two 
mornings per week in the laboratory and 
one afternoon each week in the class- 
room which will be described later. The 
mothers were so divided in the morning 
session that there were at least 8 in the 
2 to 4 year old room and 8 in the 
4 to 5 year old room. Here, under the 
able direction of specially trained 
teachers, the mothers met and dealt 
with problems as they arose, learning 
their child psychology in a painless, 
practical way. 

One afternoon each week the mothers 
met with their teacher where theories 
were studied and class situations were 
discussed. The class was conducted on 
the college level, with a considerable 
amount of outside reading being re- 
quired. Of course, attendance for the 
entire project was counted only upon 
the mothers, the children merely fur- 
nishing the laboratory work. 

The other course that has attracted 
the notice of educators in the state was 
a pre-employment training class for 
women and girls who wished to serve 
as “hired girls” in private homes. The 
board of education rented a large, two- 
story house and furnished it with every 
possible home-making device. Here the 
women came and learned to wash, iron, 
clean and cook under all conditions, 
becoming familiar with the new gadgets 
of their trade. Enrollment has ranged 
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between 30 and 150, and training 
was continued until employment was 
secured. The instructor received calls 
to supply workers in the various homes 
and those qualified were sent out to 
apply. 

Needless to say the war has now 
forced the discontinuance of both the 
nursery school and the home training 
center, but we look forward to re-open- 
ing aS soon as students are available. 

In our arts and crafts division we are 
especially proud of our weaving and 
pottery classes. At present we have six- 
teen full-sized looms operating where 
women are weaving neckties, scarfs, 
towels, drapes, dress yardage and blan- 
kets. A certain portion of time each 
week is devoted to the weaving of 
stretcher blankets for the Army hospital 
located in Modesto. These stretcher 
blankets are woven from cut-up wom- 
en’s hosiery that has been dyed various 
hues. Well over 100 women take part 
in various phases of this weaving pro- 
gram. 

Our pottery class seems to be almost 
as popular with the men as with the 
women of the community. Meeting two 
evenings a week, the class is given a 
one-hour demonstration and lecture by 
the instructor, and during the other two 
hours each evening she works with the 
students, giving them individual help 
and instruction. The class equipment 
consists of various tools, moulds, two 
potter’s wheels, a small electric kiln 
and a large gas kiln. Clay and glazes 
are furnished the students at cost, and 
the cost for firing ranges from three to 
twenty cents per casting, depending 
upon its size and glazing. Each student 
is obligated to make for our Army hos- 
pital, several ash trays, the cost of 
which is borne by the Modesto Evening 
Junior College. 

Throughout the war we have tried to 





maintain a skeleton program of aca- 
demic subjects; wherever possible we 
have integrated training into the 
courses that will be helpful to those 
entering the armed forces and to those 
who go to make up the civilian army 
that is carrying on the work at home. 
To our mathematics classes we have 
added refresher courses and classes in 
navigation and elementary physics, our 
English classes are concentrating on 
the public speaking angle, and our 
business classes in typing and _ short- 
hand are studying Army forms. Our 
cooking classes have turned into 
courses in canteen cooking and nutri- 
tion, and dressmaking has become a 
thorough course in remodeling out- 
moded garments. 


For the past year and a half we 
have operated a 24-hour, around-the- 
clock program of training war produc- 
tion workers. Like other schools in 
Central California, we have maintained 
classes in welding, machine shop, air- 
plane engine mechanics, airplane sheet 
metal, airplane mechanics, wooden boat 
building and auto mechanics. These 
classes have been unusually successful, 
feeding a steady stream of competent 
trainees into the war plants from San 
Diego to Seattle. However, Modesto is 
in the heart of an agricultural area and 
all the manpower and womanpower has 
been drained from this section that can 
safely be spared without serious injury 
to the national food program. There- 
fore, it has been necessary, for the 
good of our community, to discontinue 
this training and concentrate more fully 
upon the problems of agriculture. 

Two classes in repair, operation and 
construction of farm machinery are now 
being offered, one in the high school 
shops and the other in the junior col- 
lege shops. Into these classes the 
rancher may bring broken equipment 
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and receive the help and advice of the 
instructor in fixing or repairing it him- 
self. New equipment, such as brooders, 
wheelbarrows or hayracks may be con- 
structed; tractors, plows and cultivators 
may be repaired. Tools, welding equip- 
ment and instructional supplies are 
furnished by the school district, while 
the farmer must furnish his own parts 
and materials. 


Another course that we are about to 
launch is the training of Mexican Na- 
tionals that are in labor camps in our 
district. When these Mexicans signed 
up for agricultural service in California, 
it was agreed that they would be given 
practical training in agricultural pur- 
suits, so that upon their return to 
Mexico they could improve their 
methods of farming. We plan to give 
this training through a competent agri- 
culture teacher and interpreter right 
in their own camp, two evenings each 
week. We shall endeavor to make them 
familiar with modern machinery and 
equipment in all the different phases of 
their work. This will not only include 
the use of tools and equipment, but 
also breeding, stockraising and _ horti- 
culture. In this way we shall be fur- 
thering the good neighbor policy and 
doing our bit toward raising their 
standards of living. 

The Modesto Evening Junior College 
has up until now tried to give the people 
of this community the additional train- 
ing and instruction that they desire 
without thought of grades or credit. 
However, we are now making plans for 
a complete adult junior college after 
the war in which adequate instruction 
will be given in the necessary subjects 
that will lead to an associate in arts 
degree. The plan calls for a full-time 
counselor who will aid the students in 
continuing the education that was some- 
how interrupted in the past. A full cur- 


riculum will meet the needs of those 
ambitious enough to pursue it. 


Since Modesto has a total popula- 
tion of approximately 20,000 people if 
you count the outlying districts, the 
Modesto Evening Junior College is 
proud of the fact that last year 5312 
different people registered in our adult 
classes. Since the adult population is 
approximately 14,000, this means that 
more than one-third of the adults were 
enrolled in Modesto Evening Junior 
College. Of course, many of our 
classes run only a few weeks during the 
year, but we feel confident that we can 
maintain an average daily attendance 
of well over 600 during any peace-time 
year. This shows a definite need for 
adult education in our community, and 
we shall continue to do all in our power 
to satisfy that need. 





MARS HILL EXPANSION 


Mars Hill Junior College, North 
Carolina, announces that it already has 
on hand $50,000 as a beginning toward 
$500,000 which is needed for immediate 
plant expansion as soon as the war is 
over. Plans are being made to accommo- 
date a student body of 1000, who are 
expected to seek admission as soon as 
the war is over. New buildings to be 
built include a central dining hall, an 
auditorium, a library building, two 
dormitories for young men, and one 
dormitory for young women.

Psychology—In the War and After (V) 





The Association’s Committee on Psychology in Junior Colleges, under the chairmanship 
of Miss Louise Omwake, has asked a score of national leaders in the psychological field—most 
of them now in important government service—to (1) suggest desirable wartime modifications 
in the general psychology course in junior colleges, and (2) describe the important contributions 
of psychology in their fields to the war effort and postwar reconstruction. The suggestions of 
these specialists regarding the general psychology course were printed in the September Journal. 
In each of the remaining issues for the year are appearing two or three of the detailed reports 
of these people on significant psychological contributions toward victory and effective peace. 


Three are printed in this issue. 





Psychologists in Naval Aviation 


JouHN G. JENKINS 


| pride emeer teaching in junior col- 
leges inevitably deal with young 
men and young women who will soon 
be encountering that same psychology 
in the war effort. The junior college 
course would be worth teaching if it did 
no more than introduce these students 
to the areas in which they might expect 
to encounter psychologists, once they 
assumed active duty status. If instruc- 
tion goes beyond this level and prepares 
some of these juniors for further train- 
ing in psychology, it is not to be 
doubted that some of them will find 
themselves well placed in a field where 
demand already threatens to outrun 
supply. The scope of this symposium 
will show junior college instructors how 
wide a range their introduction must 
cover. This report may then appropri- 
ately be limited to one specific field. 


Four years ago there was, to the best 
of the writer’s knowledge, a grand total 
of one psychologist at work in the ob- 
viously rich field of aviation psychol-

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ogy. Two years ago, the Navy had 
commissioned a dozen men for work 
as psychologists, employing a newly- 
created type of commission to bring 
them in as H-V(S) Psychologists. (This 
is important only if the reader realizes 
that, during the last war, psychologists 
were brought into the armed forces as 
signal officers, sanitary officers and, in 
general, were “smuggled” into the serv- 
ices.) Today Naval Aviation alone em- 
ploys more than 70 commissioned psy- 
chologists and the end is not yet. 


There is no better way of indicating 
the types of training required by these 
men than to describe their major duties. 
These fall naturally under two chief 
headings—duties concerned with selec- 
tion and those concerned with training. 
As in many other fields, selection of 
men for aviation training can be made 
effectively only if problems of training 
are regarded as an integral part of 
those connected with selection. It is 
perhaps characteristic that psychol- 
ogists were brought into Naval Aviation 
in the first place only to work on selec- 
tion and that, as time goes on, they 
are being offered increasingly large op- 
portunities for work in the field of 
training. 
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At least one psychologist is assigned 
to each of the Naval Aviation Cadet 
Selection Boards which are responsible 
for the original screening of applicants. 
Many of these boards have two psy- 
chologists. Their duties vary but are 
centered around the administration and 
scoring of a specified battery of selec- 
tive tests. ... 


Beyond this basic duty, their other 
duties cover a considerable range of 
appropriate activities. Under official 
cognizance, they are invited to aid in 
the development and standardization of 
selective interviews. In many cases, 
their training in statistics is usefully 
employed in the preparation of analyses 
which deal with local problems of vari- 
ous kinds. Their training in the de- 
velopment of orderly recording forms is 
frequently brought into play to meet 
changes in an expanding system. Fi- 
nally, they are often confronted with 
educational problems at flight prepara- 
tory schools, including counseling inter- 
views with students, talks on improve- 
ment of study methods, preparation of 
local forms of objective examinations, 
and the like. 


The work of these men centers di- 
rectly around selection, with collateral 
interest in training, but the psychol- 
ogists assigned to primary training 
bases reverse this order of emphasis. 
Their work is—and must be—less 
standardized, but they are located close 
to the flight line and their activities are 
never far removed from the field of 
training. All of them have to deal with 
the interpretation of test scores which 
are brought into consideration whenever 
a student’s training record enters the 
“doubtful” category... . 


Again it should be emphasized that 
their work is only rarely that of the 
researcher; their primary concern is 


always that of helping to increase the 
effectiveness of flight training with a 
specific group of cadets at a particular 
training center. Official provision for 
such aid has been laid out along gener- 
ous lines. The H-V(S) officer is usually 
asked to interview students in difficulty 
and to make suggestions which are 
likely to be of value to them. Normally 
he works with ground training officers 
as well as with those concerned with 
flight training. Frequently he is ac- 
cepted as the natural agent to interpret 
student to instructor and instructor to 
student and to bring these two as close 
together as possible... . 


A third group of H-V(S) officers is 
assigned to tasks of a more specialized 
nature. Those comprising the Aviation 
Psychology Section are entrusted with 
the original construction of tests and 
with all statistical analyses connected 
with their validation and maintenance. 


The Section also has supervision over 
all research in selection and training, 
maintaining in its own right a variety 
of investigations into problems in train- 
ing. Out in the field are certain other 
psychologists who are assigned to spe- 
cial tasks. These tasks include projects 
dealing with the selection and training 
of certain types of personnel engaged 
in flight activities other than those of 
actually piloting aircraft. One group, 
possessing training in both speech and 
psychology, is attacking problems of in- 
tercommunication which arise in avia- 
tion—a rich and, as yet, little explored 
field. 


In summary, H-V(S) psychologists 
in Naval Aviation pursue a wide variety 
of psychological activities. It should be 
made clear that they are mot employed 
as psychiatric aides; frequently they 
are educational counselors, often they 
are psychological biometricians, and 
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sometimes they are technical research 
specialists. Junior college students who 
are trained to expect and look for these

— ARE at least 250 to 300 naval 
officers with psychological training 
who are engaged in psychological work 
in the Navy... . The two largest single 
groups of Navy psychologists are the 
officers in the Selection Departments in 
Naval Training Stations and the psy- 
chologists serving on Naval Aviation 
Cadet Selection Boards. Each of the 
six Naval Training Stations has a Selec- 
tion Department staffed with from five 
to ten officers and a large crew of en- 
listed men and petty officers. . . . Every 
enlisted man in the Navy secures his 
basic naval training in these stations 
and all are tested and interviewed by 
the Selection Department. After this is 
done, the men are recommended for 
many types of naval training schools, 
or for training afloat as “strikers” or 
apprentices. The duties of the psychol- 
ogists on Aviation Cadet Selection 
Boards are somewhat more specific in 
nature. These officers are responsible 
for administering tests to cadet candi- 
dates, for the interpretation of these 
scores to the Board, for interviewing, 
and for sitting in as psychologists on 
all Board decisions. 


Another major field activity is the 
work of interviewing officers in Offices

of Naval Officer Procurement located 
throughout the country. Many, al- 
though not all, of these men have been 
trained in personnel procedures. These 
officers must interview applicants skill- 
fully in order to classify civilian occu- 
pations and translate them into pos- 
sible types of naval duty. They must 
make personality judgments and record 
them on a rating scale, interpret the 
results of an Officer’s Qualification 
Test, and perform other duties demand- 
ing personnel training. 


Not great in number, but of con- 
siderable importance, are the psychol- 
ogists stationed in neuro-psychological 
units in Naval Training Stations. 
These men are under the jurisdiction of 
the Medical Department of each sta- 
tion and work with psychiatrists in 
spotting the feebleminded and psy- 
chotic among the recruits. 


Several of the Navy Department Bu- 
reaus in Washington employ psychol- 
ogists for “headquarters” administra- 
tion and research. The Training Divi- 
sion of the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
has the largest number of such indi- 
viduals in the Standards and Curricu- 
lum and Quality Control Sections. The 
first named Section has a unit on selec- 
tion and testing composed entirely of 
psychologically trained officers. It is 
responsible for the administration of 
testing and selection activities within 
both the enlisted and the officer train- 
ing program as well as for the construc- 
tion and validation of all tests and other 
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measures used in such selection work. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
contains a section devoted to research 
on tests used in the original selection 
of aviation cadets and used also at 
various stages in their training. This 
group is composed entirely of psychol- 
ogists who are working, indirectly, for 
the Bureau of Aeronautics. This latter 
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Bureau also employs a few psycho- 
logically trained men in its Training 
Films Unit. 

Two other branches of the Navy, the 
U.S. Marine Corps and the U. S. Coast 
Guard, have recently established head- 
quarters staffs on classification and test- 
ing which employ a number of psychol- 
ogists. 


Children in Wartime 


Lots B. MurpHy 


_ is much newspaper publicity 
about the needs of children, the 
increase in delinquency, and the need 
for nursery schools for children of 
mothers working in war industry. This 
is chiefly on a counting-of-noses level. 
There is very little study of what is 
actually happening to the children in- 
adequately taken care of, in terms of 
the types of personality development 
and problems which they are now de- 
veloping and which they will present to 
teachers and to clinics before long. 
These changes could of course be most 
profitably studied while they are in 
the process of development and we are 
urging teachers of psychology and their 
students to fill this urgent need... . 

In the United States the real threat 
to children is not that of air raids and 
bombs so much as the disruption of life 
which is going on now and which will 
become more severe as more fathers go 
into war services. As Anna Freud 
shows, even in England the family dis- 
ruption is considered by many to be

worse in its effects on children than 
bombs; here we are having a great deal 
of the family disruption but because 
there are no bombs there is an increas- 
ing neglect of children’s needs: I refer 
to decreases in educational budgets, de- 
creases in available welfare workers, in 
recreation facilities, the shortage of 
foster homes, etc. 





WOMEN STUDENTS 


The fifteenth annual conference of 
the Associated Women Students and 
Women’s Athletic Associations of the 
Southern California Junior Colleges was 
held at Compton Junior College Novem- 
ber 13. Lieutenant Mary Cuppy, Army 
Nurse associated with the American Red 
Cross, was the speaker at the general 
session. Lieutenant Cuppy stressed the 
importance of nursing as a profession 
in peace as well as in war. She also 
stressed the importance of home nurs- 
ing. 

Following the general meeting, sec- 
tion meetings were held in the areas of 
nursing, war services, recreation, women 
in defense, marriage in war time, and 
student presidents’ activities. The 
deans of women and athletic advisers 
also met to discuss women’s activities 
in wartime.

WARTIME ACTIVITIES AT BALTIMORE 


One of the most challenging by- 
products of the war is the request which 
industry and the armed services are 
making of our educational institutions to 
provide specific instruction to meet a 
variety of needs as they arise. Educa- 
tional executives, deans, and faculty 
members are having their hands forced. 
They are being compelled to display 
either their ability and willingness or 
their inability and unwillingness to pro- 
vide a wide variety of specialized short 
courses. Those of us who are connected 
with institutions in large metropolitan 
areas find the tempo stepping up. It 
is no longer a matter of scheduling tra- 
ditional courses and registering students 
in October, February, and June. It is 
now a problem of establishing new 
courses, finding qualified instructors, 
and registering students on very short 
notice whenever the demand arises. 


Illustrative of this change is our own 
experience with one type of course. Late 
in September or early in October one 
large war industry in the Baltimore area 
which had found our College of Busi- 
ness Administration ESMWT courses of 
great benefit to several of their em- 
ployees asked us whether we could give 
a course in oral and written English for 
a group of their engineers. The engi- 
neers knew engineering, but they were 
conscious of their inability to write re- 
ports which were interesting as well as 
accurate, to present their ideas fluently 
and convincingly in conferences, and to 
dictate to stenographers without first 
devoting hours of valuable time to writ- 
ing reports or letters in longhand. We 
agreed to organize a fifteen week course 
to meet the special needs of a group 
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of not more than twenty engineers. We 
placed in charge of the course an in- 
structor who had successfully taught 
English to pre-engineering students over 
a period of many years and had like- 
wise proved himself capable of teaching 


public speaking to adults. For the con- 
venience of the engineers the instructor 
goes to the plant itself one evening a 
week for three hours. In order to en- 
able each man to detect his own idiosyn- 
crasies of speech—in diction, pronunci- 
ation, enunciation, inflection, vocal man- 
nerisms, etc.—we use a recording ma- 
chine. When a man hears his own 
records, he is the better able to “hear 
himself as others hear him.” By com- 
paring records made at the beginning 
of the course with those made at inter- 
vals of a few weeks, each man is able 
to note his own improvement. Thus 
the course is practical, vital, and specific. 


The war is uncovering great need for 
the improvement of oral and written 
English. Men and women are finding 
themselves in positions which require 
them to express themselves clearly, con- 
cisely, correctly, and convincingly. 
Within the past few days two additional 
groups, one composed of United States 
Naval officers and the other of United 
States Army officers, have asked us to 
give them similar courses in “Self- 
Expression.” The former class was 
scheduled to start on December 6 and 
the latter as soon thereafter as we can 
arrange the necessary details.

whom is Enrique Fabregat, former 
minister of education of Uruguay. This 
program has proved of value in pro- 
viding an interchange of ideas between 
American and Uruguayan leaders in this 
country. 


“TOP PROFESSOR” TO THE ARMY 


Lt. Col. William R. Young, class of 
1914 of Williamsport-Dickinson Junior 
College, is head of the United States 
Armed Forces Institute, or “top pro- 
fessor” to thousands of Army and Navy 
men and women who take correspond- 
ence courses through the Institute. 

With headquarters in Madison, Wis- 
consin, Colonel Young supervises the 
mailing of study courses to men in all 
parts of the world. An early survey 
showed that the general course listings 
numbered more than seventy, while 
nearly 500 courses, from accounting to 
woodworking, were being offered for 
college credit by 60 colleges and uni- 
versities associated with the Institute. 

After being graduated from Williams- 
port-Dickinson Colonel Young took his 
bachelor’s and master’s degrees in 
mechanical engineering. He served with 
the Army in the first world war and 
has been a reserve officer ever since. 
While employed by Penn State he made 
a study of the Army educational pro- 
gram and developed the plans which 
led to the establishment of the Army 
Institute in March 1942. 


COTTEY ACTIVITIES 


In her annual report to the P.E.O. 
Sisterhood, which operates Cottey Col- 
lege, Missouri, President Marjorie Mit- 
chell writes as follows regarding war- 
time conditions: 
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Because our students are girls and too 
young to be much desired by war industries 
or the uniformed services, our personnel has 
been stable and our curriculum comparatively 
unchanged. Since we are too small for a 
government unit, we have been permitted to 
continue our habits of academic life with 
little readjustment. Of course we have bought 
stamps and bonds, knitted sweaters and mit- 
tens, folded thousands of surgical dressings, 
eaten rationed food, entertained soldiers from 
Camp Clark, and written innumerable let- 
ters to young men at home and abroad; but 
we have still maintained a college with em- 
phasis upon cultural education although each 
girl has been required to take some work 
which she could turn to good account in the 
war effort. We feel that we have been ex- 
tremely fortunate. 


EVENING COLLEGE WORK 


If you want to save dwindling junior 
college enrollment, open an Evening 
Division with all classes carrying col- 
lege credit. That at least appears to 
be the happy solution at Santa Ana 
Junior College this year, where in- 
auguration of a night schedule has re- 
sulted in retaining a large part of the 
enrollment despite heavy losses in the 
day school, according to a recent report 
in the Sierra Educational News. The 
total decrease in enrollment is only 80 
students, which is less than 10 per cent 
of the 1942-43 registration. 


‘All in all, the experiment to date has 
proved very satisfactory and we plan to 
continue the night offerings this winter,” 
writes Director John H. McCoy. “Many 
of the courses are not duplicated in the 
day program, which helps to give the 
night division an attraction it might 
not otherwise offer. Our own feeling 
in the matter is that the offering of 
college credit at night will save the 
junior college during the present emer- 
gency. That alone makes it most worth- 
while, not to speak of the many addi- 
tional people we are reaching in the 
community. Moreover, we are keeping 
the faculty intact by filling our weak 
day programs with evening class work.” 
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COMMUNITY FORUM SERIES 


William Woods College, Missouri, has 
organized a community forum series to 
be held monthly at Fulton. Director 
of the series is Mrs. Hazel T. Long of 
the history faculty of the college. 
Panel leaders during the year will in- 
clude outstanding students as well as 
faculty members and prominent profes- 
sional and business men of the com- 
munity. Topics announced include 
such timely subjects as: Is there need 
for a world state? What kind of peace 
will last? China and Japan in the post- 
war world. Russia’s part in the peace. 
Postwar economic adjustment. 


WESTMINSTER QUIZ 


Following are extracts from “A West- 
minster Quiz” recently published by 
Westminster Junior College, Utah: 


What is the enrollment this year? 


We planned for a small enrollment and 
have it—a few less than we expected because 
the Board of Health closed the Salt Lake 
City schools, up through the high school 
level, just as we opened in September. The 
poliomyelitis epidemic was at its peak in this 
area. The quarantine was raised two weeks 
later. By that time several girls who live in 
Wyoming, Nevada, and California, in areas 
outside the epidemic, cancelled their dormi- 
tory reservations. Thus the total enrollment 
of 80 is below the 100 we expected. We prob- 
ably shall have more the second semester. 


Will you be able to remain open? 


Yes! There is no question about this. We 
planned an economy budget for the year, 
adjusted it after we opened, and with the 
help of our friends we shall make this one 
of our best years. There are compensations 
which come with a decreased enrollment. The 
group we have is unusual in scholarship, 
leadership and character. 


Do you have any men? 
Yes! However, 80 per cent of the students 


are women. We expected this. C’est le 
Guerre. 





LEICESTER SUSPENDS 


Leicester Junior College, Massachu- 
setts, has suspended operations for the 
duration. President Henry D. Tiffany, 


Jr., writes that this is distinctly a 
temporary suspension, not a closing of 
the institution. President Tiffany has 
accepted a position as headmaster of the 
Bancroft School at Worcester, Mass. 


“POOR MAN’S COLLEGE” 


The ‘Poor Man’s College,” as the 
public junior college is often called in 
Mississippi, is rapidly gaining the title 
in wartime also of “Best Rationed Col- 
lege,” according to J. S. Vandiver, state 
superintendent of public instruction in 
that southern state. He states that 
many of the public junior colleges in 
Mississippi “have their canning and 
dehydrating plants in connection with 
the school farm. Demonstrations are 
conducted in field crops, terracing, pas- 
ture improvements, and reforestations. 
The junior colleges are now rendering 
very valuable services in our educational 
program and in helping to win the war.” 


THE JOB OF KEEPING UP 


At Palm Beach Junior College, 
Florida, the students are making a 
special effort to keep up with former 
students who are now in the service. 
A file is kept of service addresses so 
that the college paper can be mailed to 
those in service at home and abroad. A 
large service flag hangs in the student 
union building. A large world map has 
the names of those in service pinned to 
the approximate locality where they are 
stationed, which includes the Atlantic 
and Pacific areas, England, Africa, 
Sicily, Australia and the Caribbean 
Islands, as well as all sections of the 
United States.

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LABOR’S STATEMENT 


At its annual convention in Boston, 
October 4-14, the American Federation 
of Labor unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing resolution on junior colleges sub- 
mitted by its Committee on Education: 


WHEREAS, Organized Labor has 
always advocated education among the 
masses of working people in order that 
they be better prepared for the battle 
of livelihood and fulfill their respective 
places within the movement and in 
society in general, and 


WHEREAS, The American Federa- 
tion of Labor, through persistent and 
proper activities, was instrumental in 
instituting the program of free educa- 
tion for the children of this Nation, in- 
cluding high school training, and 


WHEREAS, It is universally recog- 
nized that the individual who is properly 
educated and trained finds suitable em- 
ployment more readily than one who 
possesses only a limited amount of 
schooling, and 


WHEREAS, Because of tuition costs, 
together with the need for subsistence, 
the average person is unable to acquire 
any desired schooling above the regular 
high school courses, and 


WHEREAS, At the present time, in 
certain localities throughout the nation, 
there are certain schools known as 
junior colleges, where regular university 
studies are offered, tuition free, upon 
certain minor requirements, therefore 
be it 

RESOLVED, That the American 
Federation of Labor go on record in 
favor of the junior college as a means 
of offering opportunity for a higher edu- 


cation to all young people of this na- 
tion with limited resources, and be it 


further 


RESOLVED, That the American 
Federation of Labor promote suitable 
activities tending to encourage the es- 
tablishment of such educational facili- 
ties throughout the entire nation. 


The purpose of this resolution is to 
extend public education in local com- 
munities beyond the high school through 
the first two years of college. The 
junior college makes it possible for stu- 
dents to secure two years of their col- 
lege training in the same manner in 
which they received their high school 
education. Such a program makes it 
possible for the student to secure a 
college education at a much lower cost 
both in tuition and in costs of living. 
Consequently the junior college makes 
possible a college education for many 
students who could not afford otherwise 
to go to college. The need for extend- 
ing public education beyond the high 
school was emphasized by the fact that 
thousands of students returned to the 
nation’s high schools for graduate work 
during the years of economic depres- 
sion. 


In a general way the junior college 
plan is consistent with organized labor’s 
stand over the years in favor of public 
education in the higher levels. Your 
Committee therefore recommends con- 
currence in the general purposes of the 
resolution; endorsement of the prin- 
ciple of the junior college; and—where 
local conditions permit—urges affiliated 
bodies to cooperate with school authori- 
ties in establishing and supporting such 
institutions. 
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NEW ENGLAND COUNCIL 


About 75 representatives were in at- 
tendance at the annual meeting of the 
New England Junior College Council, 
held at Boston, December 4, at which 
Roy M. Hayes, president, presided. A 
new Constitution was adopted. 


President Jesse P. Bogue, Green 
Mountain Junior College, spoke on de- 
velopments in the affairs of the national 
association. Walter C. Eells, Executive 
Secretary of the American Association 
of Junior Colleges, spoke on “The Jun- 
ior College Movement Today,” illustrat- 
ing his address with several charts 
summarizing the judgments of junior 
college students on the value of the 
guidance they had received. President 
Milton Proctor, Westbrook Junior Col- 
lege, led a discussion on Postwar Plans 
for Junior Colleges, advocating a year 
of compulsory national service for all 
young people. At the luncheon session 
the discussion of postwar conditions was 
continued by Dr. Eells, with special 
reference to Senate Bill 1509, now pend- 
ing in Congress, providing for federal 
aid for the education of returning 
service men and women. Several 
changes in the bill were recommended. 


New officers were elected as follows: 
President, Dorothy M. Bell, Bradford 
Junior College; Vice-president, Gladys 
Beckett Jones, Garland School; Secre- 
tary, Lawrence L. Bethel, New Haven 
Y.M.C.A. Junior College; additional 
members of Executive Committee, Roy 
M. Hayes, Ricker Junior College, Lois 
Engleman, Colby Junior College, and 
J. H. Kingsley, Vermont Junior College. 





CONNECTICUT CONFERENCE 


President Theodore H. Wilson of the 
University of Baltimore gave the princi- 
pal address at the fall meeting of the 
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Connecticut Conference of Junior Col- 
leges. The Conference met at the 
Junior College of Connecticut in 
Bridgeport on Saturday, November 6. 
The meeting was attended by 40 repre- 
sentatives of nine junior colleges. 


President Wilson spoke on the topic, 
“The Junior College Adapts Itself to 
Wartime Conditions.’”’ He described 
changes in the junior college situation 
in his own section of the country and 
spoke of opportunities for junior col- 
leges in meeting local wartime needs. 


Among experiments in this direction 
he mentioned cooperation with schools 
of nursing in the teaching of pre-clinical 
subjects, supervision of classwork for 
the Civil Air Patrol, and special courses 
for employees of war plants. He viewed 
the postwar period as a time when great 
individual initiative will be needed to 


meet effectively the new demands for 


college training. He suggested that 
many private junior colleges might be 
forced by circumstances at the close of 
the war to become publicly controlled 
institutions. State and local control, he 
predicted, will in some measure retard 
the movement toward federalization of 
education, which he described as a de- 
velopment to be closely watched. 

The morning session was pleasantly 
interrupted by a series of tributes to 
Dr. E. Everett Cortright, president of 
the Junior College of Connecticut and 
one of the pioneers of the junior college 
development in New England. A resolu- 
tion expressing the gratitude of the 
members was read to the Conference, 
and gifts of a leather brief-case and a 
war bond were presented. 

Dr. Joseph Baer, director of research 
for the State Department of Education, 
spoke briefly at the luncheon meeting. 
He expressed the hope of the State De- 
partment for further development of 
the junior college in Connecticut and 
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discussed the possibility of state aid to 
the colleges. 

The chief business of the afternoon 
session consisted in the adoption of a 
new set of by-laws for the Conference 
and in the consideration of proposals 
for legislation regarding junior college 
standards to be presented to the next 
session of the State Legislature.

ILLINOIS ASSOCIATION 


The Eleventh Annual Fall Conference 
of the Illinois Association of Junior 
Colleges was held Saturday, November 
6, 1943, at the Central Y.M.C.A. Col- 
lege, Chicago. This year, due to de- 
creased enrollments and travel prob- 
lems, the sectional conferences were not 
held, except as planned by individual 
groups. The Humanities group, under 
the chairmanship of Miss Lucile Gaf- 
ford, held a luncheon meeting. Many 
expressed a desire to have the sectional 
meetings placed on the program before 
another conference is held. 


Dr. Frank Jensen of LaSalle-Peru 
Junior College gave an outline history 
of the public junior college in Illinois. 
The main part of his address covered 
the legislation in Illinois from the 
founding of Joliet Junior College, 1902, 
to the present. He said that unless 
something is done in the way of pro- 
viding laws for the promotion of the 
junior college in Illinois we may have 
a very difficult time. -He urged that all 
interest themselves in junior college 
legislation. 


Hon. Carl J. Hambro, President of 
the Norwegian Parliament and Presi- 
dent of the Assembly of the League of 
Nations, addressed the Conference on 
“The Educational Background of the 
Present World Crisis.” He called atten- 
tion to the fallacies of the old beliefs 
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that wars are brought about only by 
questions of natural resources, trade, 
markets, and colonies, and _ stressed 
instead that the spirit of the nation is 
the determining factor. Thus, the text- 
books of a nation are of greater im- 
portance to the surrounding nations 
than most of the other matters with 
which diplomats have concerned them- 
selves. For this reason Education 
should be represented at the peace table 
and in the foreign embassies of the na- 
tions. 


Dr. Hambro related in a fascinating 
manner the success of the Scandinavian 
countries in eliminating national bar- 
riers by the modification of their history 
texts. Through centuries of wars these 
barriers had become very formidable. A 
spirit of animosity was fostered in the 
public schools. Finally, a committee of 
historians representing all the Scandi- 
navian countries undertook to revise 
their history texts so as to make them 
conform to the historical facts and to 
aim at a sympathetic attitude to the 
other nations. This has been an impor- 
tant factor in that era of cooperation 
which has characterized the Scandi- 
navian countries in recent years.

MINNESOTA DEANS 


The autumn meeting of the Junior 
College Deans’ Association of Minne- 
sota was held November 12-13 at the 
University of Minnesota. Data sub- 
mitted by Dean R. R. Shumway of the 
University of Minnesota showed that a 
higher percentage of transfers from the 
junior colleges of the State to the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota continue at the 
University until they receive a degree 
than from any other type of college. 
According to a study made, of 284 stu- 
dents transferring from Minnesota jun- 
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ior colleges to the University of Minne- 
sota in 1937, 67 per cent later received 
degrees from the University. 


Professor Dwight Minnich, chairman 
of the department of zoology of the 
University of Minnesota, spoke on the 
subject, ‘““The Place of Biology in the 
Junior College Curriculum.”  Follow- 
ing a discussion of this topic, Dean R. 
R. Shumway spoke on the subject, “The 
Junior College After the War.” He 
raised three questions: (1) Whom 
should we teach after the war? (2) 
What should we teach after the war? 
(3) How should we teach after the 
war? Asa result of this discussion the 
Association later passed a motion that 
a committee be appointed to study how 
war conditions will probably affect jun- 
ior colleges, and how junior colleges 
should meet these conditions. Dean 
Emery Johnson of Bethel Junior Col- 
lege, Dean F. F. Cope of Virginia Junior 
College, Dean Paul Von Gruenigen of 
Crosby-Ironton Junior College, and 
President S. C. Ylvisaker of Bethany 
Lutheran Junior College were appointed 
on this committee. 


Dean R. W. Goddard of Rochester 
Junior College, who is Vice-President of 
the American Association of Junior Col- 
leges, spoke on the topic, “Some Prob- 
lems That are Now Facing the Ameri- 
can Association of Junior Colleges.” He 
urged that as many Deans as possible 
attend the annual meeting in Cincinnati. 

A feature of the Saturday morning 
meeting was a discussion of the topic, 
“The Problems of Relationship between 
the University, the State Department, 
and the Junior Colleges.” Representing 
the University was Dean R. R. Shum- 
way, and from the State Department 
was Mr. E. M. Weltzin, who was re- 
cently given supervision of the junior 
colleges of the State. As a result of 
this discussion a committee, consisting 


of Deans Goddard of Rochester Junior 
College, Drescher of Hibbing Junior 
College, and Heintz of Brainerd Junior 
College, was appointed to work with 
Dean Shumway and Mr. Weltzin, in 
formulating regulations for the junior 
colleges of Minnesota. The _ recom- 
mendations of this committee will be 
considered at the next meeting. 

The meetings were presided over by 
Dean O. H. Gibson of Eveleth Junior 
College, President of the Association.

MISSOURI ADMINISTRATORS 


The Missouri Association of Junior 
College Administrators held a breakfast 
meeting at the Hotel Jefferson, St. 
Louis, Friday morning, November 5, 
during the annual meeting of the State 
Teachers Association. Thirty-six repre- 
sentatives, from 16 institutions, were 
present. Dr. Forrest E. Long, of New 


York University, gave the principal ad- 


dress. His subject was “High School 
Trends and the Junior College.” He 
discussed the problems facing the high 
school and junior college in war times 
and those to be faced after the war. 

Following this address brief talks 
were made by Col. A. M. Hitch of 
Kemper Military School on post-war 
education of service men and women 
and by Dean Irvin F. Coyle of Flat 
River Junior College on the question of 
how this education should be made 
available. 

Dean H. E. Blaine, Joplin Junior 
College, President of the Association, 
presided. Officers for the year 1943- 
1944 were elected: President, Dr. H. L. 
Smith, William Woods College; Vice- 
President, Arthur M. Swanson, Kansas 
City Junior College; Secretary-Treas- 
urer, Frederick Marston, Kemper Mili- 
tory School.

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REDUCED ENROLLMENTS 


A loss in enrollment this year of more 
than half in number of men students in 
junior colleges is shown by data com- 
piled by the U. S. Office of Education, 
comparing enrollments of regular stu- 
dents October 15, 1942 and October 15, 
1943. The loss reported is 58 per cent, 
as compared with only 12 per cent for 
the country as a whole. For women the 
junior college decrease is 10 per cent. 





“PLIGHT OF THE COLLEGES” 


The Executive Secretary is author of 
an article, ““The Plight of the Colleges,” 
which was published in the October 
issue of the Bulletin of the American 
Association of University Professors. It 
presents a series of six maps showing 
the extent to which universities, col- 
leges, professional schools, teachers col- 
leges, Negro colleges, and junior col- 
leges have been approved by the govern- 
ment for possible military training con- 
tracts. The junior colleges have the 
poorest record of all, only 4 per cent of 
them having received such approval. 
Reprints of the article were distributed 
to all members of the Association with 
Wartime Letter 28. Single copies will 
be sent free to others, upon request. 





FIELD WORK 


The Executive Secretary spoke at the 
meeting of the New England Junior 
College Council at Boston, December 4. 
On Nov. 26 he conferred with repre- 
sentatives of the Department of Higher 
Education in the State Department at 
Albany regarding junior college devel- 
opments and possibilities in New York 


State. On Dec. 16-17 he attended the 
meetings of the Committee on Accredit- 
ing Procedures of the American Council 
on Education.

T HIS Directory contains information concerning all junior colleges in the United 
States, both accredited and non-accredited, which have been reported to the 
Washington Office of the American Association of Junior Colleges up to December 
20, 1943. This list is meant to be inclusive rather than exclusive and therefore it 
contains the names of some institutions which may be doing relatively little junior 
college work. It omits, however, a number of institutions that give work of college 
grade but are not organized on a junior college basis. It includes separately 
organized junior colleges, general colleges, or lower divisions of four-year colleges 
or universities only in case they are active members of the American Association 
of Junior Colleges. Whenever an institution has so requested, its name has been 
omitted from the list. Included also this year are a few institutions which are 
suspended for the duration but which desire to maintain their membership in the 
Association. Institutions for whom no information was reported in the 1943 
Directory have been dropped from the 1944 Directory unless new information has 
been secured to justify the retention of their names this year. The data here in- 
cluded have been taken from reports received in the autumn of 1943 directly from 
some responsible officer of the junior college named, except as otherwise indicated. 
Credit is due Winifred Long and Shirley Sanders of the Association office staff 
for the detailed work of collecting and assembling the data on which the Directory 
is based.

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EXPLANATIONS 


The following explanations will aid in a more intelligent use of this Directory 


Administrative Head. In branch junior colleges 
a question sometimes arises as to whether 
the president of the parent institution or the 
dean of the local junior college should be 
considered the administrative head. In many 
public junior colleges, organized as parts of 
city school systems, a similar question con- 
cerns the city superintendent of schools and 
the dean or principal of the junior college. 
In such cases the institution’s own desig- 
nation of it’s “administrative head” usually 
has been accepted, even though uniformity 
is thereby sacrificed. The administrative 
head, as stated, presumably is the individual 
to whom general correspondence concern- 
ing the institution should be addressed. His 
official title is indicated following his name. 


Accreditation. Three types of accreditation, 
or equivalent approval or recognition, (State 
Department, State University, Regional As- 
sociation) are indicated by appropriate sym- 
bols, arranged in order: 


D—State Department of Education; Board 
of Education in the District of Co- 
lumbia; Junior College Accrediting 
Commission in Mississippi. 


U—State University, State College, or equiv- 
alent institution in states which do 
not have a state university; or by 
state college association or equivalent 
organization. 


Accreditation by or membership in one 
of the regional associations of colleges 
and secondary schools: 


E—New England Association 
M—Middle States Association 
N—WNorth Central Association 
S—Southern Association 
W—Northwest Association 


Affiliation with the Catholic University 
of America or the University Senate 
of the Methodist Church is indicated 
for institutions not otherwise ac- 
credited. 


Type. Three main types are distinguished— 
coeducational, for men only, and for women 
only, indicated by the initial letters, C., M., 
and W, respectively. Negro junior colleges 
are shown by (N) following the name of 
the institution. 


Control. The primary basis of classification, 
as commonly recognized, is two-fold: insti- 
tutions publicly controlled, and institutions 
privately controlled. The first group is sub-

divided into state, district, and local junior 
colleges; the second into those under de- 
nominational control or affiliation, nonde- 
nominational nonprofit institutions, and pro- 
prietary institutions. The following abbre- 
viations are used for the denominations in- 
dicated:

Year Organized. Each institution was asked to 
report the year it was organized as a junior 
college. In some cases, however, it is evi- 
dent that there has been reported instead 
the date of origin of an institution of same 
or similar name which has since developed 
into a junior college. Dates prior to 1900 
should usually be interpreted in this way. 


Note that enrollment data are 
usually given for the previous complete 
year, 1942-43. In a few cases of newly or- 
ganized institutions enrollment for 1943-44 
is given. Under “special” students are in- 
cluded day students taking less than a nor- 
mal load; students in late afternoon, eve- 
ning, am | extension courses; adults in special 
courses; summer school students; students 
in special “war” courses; etc. 


Faculty. Note that number of faculty mem- 
bers, unlike number of students, is given 
for the current year, 1943-44, in two classes, 
full-time, and part-time. 


Membership. Membership in the American As- 
sociation of Junior Colleges is indicated by 
a symbol preceding the name of the insti- 
tution: an asterisk (*) for active members; 
a dagger (7) for associate members. Ac- 
tive membership is open to any junior col- 
lege which has received any of the types of 
accreditation or equivalent recognition in- 
dicated in the explanation of “accreditation” 
above. Associate membership is open to 
newly organized institutions and _ others 
which have not yet received such recog- 
nition. 

The American Association of Junior 
Colleges does not itself act as an ac- 
crediting agency.
